Approxlmatoly 4,ii(io Kentucky 
rounsters, ranging in uku rroin 10 to 
18 yean, were enrollcci in iioyH' and 
girle' club work during lli2u and pro- 
duced agricultural products valued at 
$136^00, according tg au annual re- 
port made by C. W. Buckler, ot tbe 
OoU«|» o( i^rloulture, Unlvenlty of 
KentUkr;' and lUte leader ot the 
work. More than 40 per cent, or 1, 
W4 of tbe 8,992 enrolled, carried tbeir 
projMta to oompletlon and submitted 
report! of tbe reaults ot their work. 

Different lines of work were offered 
to the youngsters Including pigs, 
sheep, beet cattle, dairy cattle, poul- 
try, oom, white potatoes and sweet 
potatoes, tobacco and soy beans. Ap- 
praiimatoly 600 ot the club members 
ware negraes. Tbo report does not in 
oludo the' results obtained by girls 
who were enrolled in cooking, baking 
and canning clubs. 

All products were classified under 
crops or animals .the former division 
claiming $30,103 in actual value and 
the latter $49,921. Products not re- 
ported by the club members but ap- 
pnUsed by the county agents and club 
workMrs were given a total value of 
$5M76. Of this sum $24,888 was given 
to crops and $30,593 to live stock. 

Poultry proved to be the lending 
fowl project. 1,215 youngsters being 
enrolled in this branch and receiving 
premiums valued at $1,029 wliicii wan 
more than the value of ull oiIut iirc 
mlunis combined. The nctuai vniuc ni' 
poultry products reported was $10,- 
294. Corn was the leading crop pro 
Joct, 884 hoys and girls being enrolled 
In prpdnolnl It. Ot the $828 which 
was p||er»d In preinlums for all crop 
projeots ?871 was awarded to young 
pom growars, . 

Three divisions werb made in the 
pig work, propects being provided in 
fattening, growing and sow and litter 
worlt. The respective values of pro- 
ducts as reported under these three 
diVisioDB were $7,127, $12,605 and $7.- 
12$. Sheep products were valued nt 
$5$1, fattened beef cattle at $570 and 
growing cattle at $630. Dairy calves 
grown wera valued at $3,146.
